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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a coextruded translucent polyester films 
having a matte surface and a smooth surface, wherein the film consists essentially of an AB or an 
ABA structure, wherein the layer(s) A comprise polyester and the recited amount of talc and 
layer B comprises polyester, with layer(s) A containing more talc than layer B, wherein said film 
has the recited gloss and surface roughness values (claim 1), or the recited method of making 
said film (claim 29). EP 1 176 163 and WO 03/035726 and EP 0 496 704 fail to disclose 
translucent polyester films with the recited combination of gloss and surface roughness values; 
PEIFFER ET AL '401 and PEIFFER ET AL (US 6,291,053) and (US 6,420,019) require an 
additional C layer; KLEIN ET AL (US 6,913,817) and PEIFFER ET AL (US 6,607,808) and 
MURSCHALL ET AL (US 7,157,132) and PEIFFER ET AL (US 6,627,295) fail to disclose 
films with surfaces having the recited combination of surface roughness and gloss; PEIFFER ET 
AL references (US 6,528,144) and (US 6,376,042) and (US 5,214,440) fail to disclose 
translucent (i.e., hazy) polyester films in combination with the recited surface roughness and 
gloss. 

The provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejections based on Application No. 
1 1/594,23 1 in the previous Office Action has been withdrawn in view of the Terminal 
Disclaimer filed 8/25/2009.
